The Attorney General has announced that his 
department will investigate alleged price-boosting con- 
spiracies in certain commodity fields. But if hopeful 
consumers expect that this will result in major price 
drops they are due for disillusionment. 

It is perfectly possible that the Attorney General 
will find instances of monopoly and illegal price-fixing. 
But, according to those who know most about the situa- 
tion, they will be isolated and minor. The vast majority 
of prices are determined by competition — when means 
that they are an honest reflection of today's manufnetur- 
ing and distribution costs. Every major item of expense 
which must be borne by the factories which make our 
goods and the retailers who sell them is at an all-time 
peak. 

The roots of high prices thus go deep into the 
entire American economy. They are found in record 
wages which have been accompanied by a decline in 
production per man hour.They are found in the infla- 
tionary effect of great government spending, and in the 
burden of taxation. They are found in heavy buying 
of goods for Europe, which in some instances causes de- 
mand to exceed supply. They are found, too, in the de- 
sire of all segments of the population to get larger re- 
turns for less effort and service. 

It is the Attorney General's duty to find and 
prosecute whatever monopolies may exist. But delibe- 
rate "combinations in restraint of trade" are rare ex- 
ceptions in the intensively competitive America of to- 



day — and they can have but small effect on prices. 

* * * 

When Socialism Comet to a Vote 

Writing In the New York Times, John P. CaJla- 
han states that "indisputable support for the claims 
that the voters of the nation arc tending away from 
municipal, or public ownership of power plants appears 
in a round-up of franchise election results held in thirty- 
four communities In thirteen states since January first, 
compiled by the Edison Electric Institute." 

Only two of' the thirty-four communities — 5.9 
per cent of the total— favored public ownership, while 
thirty-two favored the private power systems. On the 
basts of total vote, the sentiment against socialized 
power was overwhelming— 556,999 to 3,368. 

Since 1933, Mr. Callahan, continued, the voting 
trend has been steadily away from public ownership. 
The single exception was 1938, when Federal grants 
led to n shortlived increase in the number of commun- 
ities voting themselves into the power business. There- 
after, "the vote was consistently in favor of ownership 
by the business-managed power companies." 

Of great significance, the, voters have favored 
private enterprise in areas adjacent to great Federal 
power dams. For' example one of the most important of 
the franchise elections took place recently in the state 
of Washington. The private utility was given a sub- 
stantial majority. This, to quote Mr. Callahan once 
more, "was interpreted by observers on both sides as 
conclusive evidence that the people of that «nnd other 
areas preferred private ownership." 

To sum up, when the people are given a chance 
to vote they almost always reject socialism. Congress 
should remember that when it considers proposals to 
force socialism down the public throat.

A recently completed survey ' of 
baby pig losses this spring shows 
that chilling was the number one pig 
killer in 1047, reports Farm Adviser, 
Ray . Nicholas. The survey of 11 of 
Illinois' grcaler swine-producing 
counties was made jointly by the Col- 
lege of Veterinary Medicine and Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

Nicholas says the survey shows 
that chilling caused 41 percent of the 
deaths. Nutritional problems ac- 
counted for another 25*?*, while a 
possible new disease may have taken 
a toll amounting to 17T f . The final 
\~% of the baby -pig deaths were 
chalked up to miscellaneous losses. 
Although chilling usually is not a 
factor in fall pig farrowings. Nicholas 
points out that the problem should
